The Town House loan of 628,000, which was authorized by 
the Town at the meeting held June 1, 1878, has been negoti- 
ated. ‘The interest is to be paid semi-annually, at the rate of 
four and one-half per cent. per annum. ‘The money was bor- 
rowed of the Treasurer of the Commonwealth. There will be 
due of this loan, Oct. 6, 1879, $2500 of the principal ; and 
April 6, $241.88, and Oct. 6, $630 of the interest—a total of

ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


The Engineers, in submitting their Annual Report, would 
say, the Fire Engines belonging %o.the town are all in good 
working condition, with a full complement of men. 


There have been sixteen fires during the year ending March 
8th, 1879. The most disastrous were the burning of Peter 
Simpson’s Picker Mill, April 19,1878; John Martin’s Foun- 
dry, June 26th; the store and office of the Wheeler Cotton 
Mills, July 25; Amasa Bond’s. barn, August 16; Butler’s ba- 
kery, Aug. 21; Tyler Waters’ barn, Aug. 23; Streeter and 
Molt’s barns, Sept. 12; the barn belonging to the Samuel D, 
Torrey estate, Sept 18 ; John Rich’s barn, Feb. 8, 1879; Capt. 
Peter Simpson’s Picker mill, March 7—ten in all, which were 
in most cases entirely destroyed. The other six were as fol- 
lows: April 21, A. York’s bakery; June 21, John Martin’s 
foundry ; Oct. 20, the house belonging to the George Pierce 
estate ; Jan. 9, 1879, the livery stable occupied by D. A. Pow- 
ers; Jan. 23, Jeremiah Sullivan’s house ; Jan, 25, a shed in 
Bramanville, occupied by Patrick Collins, Esq., and others, 
which were soon extinguished with but trifling damage. En- 
gines 8 and 4 responded promptly in most cases, and did. good 
service in protecting the adjoining buildings. Engine No. 5, 
being so far away did not make an appearance to‘but one fire, 
owing probably to not hearing the alarms. In several cases 
the fires would have been more disastrous had it not beeu for ° 
the force pumps of the Millbury Cotton Mills, C. D. Morse and

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Mowry Lapham, who generously rendered valuable aid in sub- 
duing the flames. Also, the Cordis Mills Co. for the use of 
hose. 

The Fire Department is sadly deficient in hose, having to de- 
pend on the mills in many cases for a supply, the hard 
service it has seen the past year rendering a good portion of it 
unfit for use, and cannot very well be repaired. We would 
recommend an appropriation sufficient for the purchase of six - 
hundred feet of new hose. Having to depend on the river for 
the principal supply of water generally, the amount of servicea- 
ble hose oy: hand ischardly adequate to the wants of the de- 
partment. 

The Engines-‘having all ‘een painted and put in good repair 
the past year, and‘no extraordinary expenses being anticipated 
the coming year, we would recommend the following appropri- 
ations :

For incidental and contingent expenses, 160 00
